NEW YORK, May ~.—narles Hiram 


Hyde, the City Chamberiain, appeare i 
in court ye afternoon and pleaded nat 


guilty to an indictment charging bribery. 
The offense charged is punishable Sy 
imprisonment for not more than 10 
years ora fine of not more than 35000 
or both.’ 

The specific instance upon which the 
grand jury action is believed to rest 
is the allegation that Hyde himself 
forced Joseph G. Robin to come to the 
aid of the Carnegie company last sum- 
mer by 
Northern Bank with heavily increased 
city deposits if he did help, and threat- 
ening to take away all of the city’s 
money if he didn’t. 

The specific charge of bribery is 
hased upon a transaction by which, it is 
cjieged, Hyde received checks for 
amounts aggregating $13,300 from the of- 
ficials. of the Carnegie Trust Co., and

Son of Late Huntington Smith 
Sends Check to Former Wife 
Who Gets Decree. 


Ralph H. Smith paid to Clara Lovise 
Smith Tuesday the $20,000 alimony 
awarded to her by Judge Kinsey Mon- 
day when i.e gave her a divorce decree 
on her testimony that her husband was 
cool.and neglectful. 


A check for the full amount bearing 
Smith’s signature was handed to Alex- 
ander Young, Mrs. Smith's attorney, by 
Kent Koerner, Smith’s attorney. 

Smith, who: is a member of ‘an old St. 
Louis family. and son of the late Hunt- 
ington Smith, a St. Louis capitalist, did 
not go to court to hear his wife give 
testimony as to the frigidity of their 
domestic atmosphere. 

One of the principal witnesses in Mrs. 
Smith’s behalf was Capt. W. W. Hox- 
ton, N. G: M., manager of the St. Louis 
Clearing House. 

“I noticel many things a great many 
times wh2n Mr. Smith was my host,”’ 
he said on the witness stand. ‘‘Uniess 
the Court insists, I would rather not Bo 
inte details.’ 

Hoxton was not required to do this, 
but he told of an instance where Smith's 
coolness was revealed. 

“I entertained a- dinner party tn a 
downtowne cafe,’* he said. ‘““‘The Smiths 
were thére. Near the end of the dinner 
Smith announced that he would have 
to gO away early. He shook hands with 
everybody at the table except his w..e' 
and he left the room without paying the 
slightest attention to her. This grieved 
her nmiuch and tears filled her eyes... I 
was disgusted. I feel no hesitation in 
telling 6f this incident, because I was 
the host.”’ 

‘Smith grew cold, it was charged, a 
year after their marraige in Castleton, 
Vt., in 1904. 

“When we had been married about 
six months,’ Mrs... Smith said, ‘“‘we 
came to St. Louis and went to live at 
the home of my husband’s father, who 
was a widower. I kept house’for then? 

‘‘My husband seldom talked to me, and 
showed no affection for me. He seldom 
went out to entertainments with me, 
and when he did he would not sit wih 
me. He would deliberately fail to keep 
appointments with-me."’

Hyde has, been an intimate and part- 
ner of Mayor Gaynor for 22 years. He 
is said: to be a nephew of the first 
Mrs Gaynor ard was brought to this 
city fr6m Truro, Nova Scotia, by Gay- 
nor, after a summer: the latter spent 
at that place, his first wife’s home. 

He worked in Gaynor’s law office 
while studying law, and was later made 
his partner. When Gaynor became 
Mayor he made Hyde the City Cham- 
berlain. While the office pays $12,060. 
it handles many millions of dollars 
each year, and is declared by polilti- 
cians to be the best berth in the gift of 
the city. 

Previous to ‘his law course, Gaynor 
had sent Hyde to a commercial) school. 
He was a bright lad, and the liking 
Gaynor had for him soon developed into 
a real fondness. Hyde has a quick 
mind, and, after being taken into the 
law office of Gaynor, showed a real 
aptitude for the work. It was only a 
short time béfore he was admitted into 
partnership. When Gaynor was elect- 
ed to the Supreme Court justiceship in 
Kings County, the name and partner- 
ship was changed, and it read Mayer, 
Grout, Jenks and Hyde. Grout after- 
ward became City Comptroller, and 
Jenks was elected to the Supreme 
Court. This left Mayer, who was a 
brother-in-law of Gaynor, and Hyde to 
run the business. 

Known as Monéy Maker. 

Their practice was always lucrative | 
Hyde is known as a money maker, and 
his fortune blossomed, he became in- 
terestd in various enterprises, most of 
which returned good profits. One of 
Hyde's friends says that he has made 
as high as $130,000 a year.

Laying down a golden rule for mar- 
riage, which he says, is ‘bear and 
forbear,’” Judge George D. Reynolds of 
the Court of Appeals in a decision hand- 
ed down Tuesday pleaded with Ida Edith 
Rubinstein and her husband, Sol Rubin- 
stein, to become reconciled and advised 
them how to live happily together.

Yet when they 
get here they are put to work in the 
mines and mills and on railroads. 

“The average unskilled laborer in this 
country is almost helpless and will never 
get a home. It is impossible to have 
a& home in the congested district _on 
$1.25 a day with several children to feed 
and send to school, and rent to pay. 
The family is onthe edge of starvation 
all the time. 

‘The charitable esitdintiaticdh are try- 
ing to save these children.. They are 
being thrown on us in crowds. If the 
orphan asylums would‘throw open their 
doors they could be supplied with 10,000 
children in St. Louis, 

“The father is at work, andthe chil- 
dren, sit. about. the cobblestones and in 
the alleys. Juvenile Court officers are 
trying to drive.the children. back to de- 
cency and humanity, but the task is 
tremendous. 

“The rank and file of ‘these -immi- 
grants are simple peasants, but their 
manner of bringing up their children 
holds out no hope for their better citi- 
zenship. 

Hope Is in the Farm. 

“We  shouia. take the immigrant 
farmers of Europe to farms in Amer- 
ica. This is a place where they would 
be prosperous. It will give them a real 
home. Give them their racial and socia)] 
traditions. ‘They will build up healthy, 
moral communities. 

“It may be ‘said that this will not 
Americanize the immigrants. This will 
take care of itself. The Americaniza- 
tion Will come by evolution of satis- 
fied and prosperous immigrants on the 
farms. Get them satisfied, and their 
future destiny will be worked out for 
them by themselves. 

“This organization can take the, immi- 
grant from his presént condition here 
and make him a uséful citizen. This will 
be brought about by the farm coloniza- 
tion idea.”’

He submits convincing evidence of his 
ebility for distinguished melodic achieve- 
ment in the higher art of light opera 
instead—and it will be a pity indeed if, 
with “Will 0’ th’ Wisp” prosperously 
launched, this St.. Louis eomposer does 


‘not set himself a more ambitious task 


that shall place him well abreast of Reg- 
inald de Koven and Victor Herbert, 
with both ef whom he is amply equipped 
to compete. | 


Three numbers heard in the new ‘mu- 
sical eomedy’s first-night perforthance 
give generous warrant for this asser- 
tion. The first of these quite worthy 
accompHshments of Mr. Robyn’s har- 
monic muse was the very lovely soprano 


Liirich in the opening act, a vocal score 
of genuine appeal in the delicacy of its 
fabric and the pure sweetness of its 
dominant strain. 


The second valid bit of testimony to 
Robyn’s musicianly genius was encoun- 
tered in the charming intermezzo imme- 
diately preceding the rise of the curtain 
on the second act. Mr. Robyn himself 
emerged from his box to conduct the 
orchestra’s interpretation of this score, 
having but a moment before made} a 
modest little speech of thanks in re- 
sponse to the audience's enthusiastic ap- 
plauding of she first act’s offering. The 
intermezzo is of undermable musical 
value, of inuch poetic beauty in its 
theme, and with an employment of the 
wood-winds that attained really memor- 
able results in imprinting its charms 
upon the winds of its hearers, a charm 
far out of the ch segue 3 in connection 
with musical comedy. 

The thirl notable exposition of good 
creative W21k in ‘rniusic’s lighter forms 
came with the second act’s opening 
number, ‘‘Will o’ th’ Wisp,” again a 
song of Miss Ulrich’s singing, and of 
such melodious purity that it might well 
be a featire in an operatic score of 
much, higher aspiration than that now 
unter discussion. Miss Ulrich is fortu- 
nate in having two such numbers as 
“Dreamlarnd’ and “Will c’ th’ Wisp” 
with which to make her St. Louis bow 
as a singing star.

Olympic before a big and brilliant

He submits convincing evidence of his 
ebility for distinguished melodic achieve- 
ment in the higher: art of light opera 
instead—and it will be a pity indeed if, 
with “Will o’ th’ Wisp” prosperously 
launched, this St.. Louis composer does 
not set himself a more ambitious task 
that shall place him well abreast of Reg- 
inald de Koven and Victor Herbert, 
with both ef whom he is amply equipped 
to compete. 


Three numbers heard in the new ‘mu- 
sical comedy’s first-night perforthance 
give generous warrant for this asser- 
tion. The first of these quite worthy 
accompHshments of Mr. Robyn’s har- 
monic muse was the very lovely soprano 
solo, “Dreamland,” sung by Miss Olive 
rich in the opening act, a vocal score 
of genuine appeal in the delicacy of its 
fabric and the pure sweetness of its 
dominant strain. 


The second valid bit of testimony to 
Robyn’s musicianly genius was encoun- 
tered in the charming intermezzo imme- 
diately preeeding the rise of the curtain 
on the second act. Mr. Robyn himself 
emerged from his box to conduct the 
orchestra’s interpretation of this score, 
having but a moment before made} a 
modest little speech of thanks in fre- 
sponse to the audience’s enthusiastic ap- 
plauding of she first act’s offering. The 
intermezzo is of undermable musical 
value, of inuch poetic beauty in its 
theme, and with an employment of the 
wood-winds that attained really memor- 
able results in imprinting its charms 
upon the winds of its hearers, a charm 
far out of the ordinary in connection 
with musical comedy. 


. The thirl notable exposition of good 
creative wWw21k in “rnusic’s lighter forms 
came with the second act’s opening 
number, “Will o’ th’ Wisp,”’ again a 
song of Miss Ulrich’s singing, and of 
such melodious purity that it might well 
be a featirze in an operatic score of 
much,higner aspiration than that now 
under discussion. Miss Ulrich is fortu- 
nate in having two such numbers as 
“Dreamlard’ and “Will co’ th’ Wisp” 
with which to make her St. Louis bow 
as a singing star. On the other hand, 
Mr. Robyn is fortunate in having Miss 
Ulrich as the singer: of these two num- 
bers.

“The Moon Is at Is 
Prime” and ‘Paris,’ and ,the lesser 
songs that ran throughout the score’s 
fabric during the evening maintained a 
fair average standard of musital com- 
edy merit.

the advantage of close relationship through con- 
venient and cheap means of transportation with 
the communities around it, especially the com-

The final conclusion of the able writer who 
surveyed Kansas City for our. contemporary was 
summed up in the counsel for St. Louisans “to 
cultivate the country close to the city, to bring 
the over-the-river towns of East St. Louis, Gran- 
ite City, Alton, Edwardsville, Belleville, etc., as 
close to St. Louis as Argentine, Armourdale, 
Wyandotte and Kansas City, Kan., are to Kansas 
City,"Mo.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—An astound- 
ing blunder by the administration Board 
of Trade experts, or the juggling of 
figures for misrepresentation, was laid 
before the Senate by Stone of Missouri 
in a ripsaw kind of debate on reciproc- 

ity Monday afternoon. 

He demonstrated to the satisfasction 
of his: associates that the board of 
Canadian farm laborers had been sub- 
tracted from their aggregate wages, 
when the same course ‘had not been 
followed regarding American farm 
hands, thus making it appear that 
Americans received much better prices 
for their work. . 

When his statemefits were Ealled in 
question he took his papers to the Re- 
publican side. With Senators Cummins, 
and Smoot figuring, he made/tit clear 
that either a blunder had beén made or 
misrepresentation was intended. 

After comparing Canadian and Amer- 
ican wages’ for various sections, Sen- 
ator Stone said the average for the en- 
tire United States was $19.21. a month, 
while that In Canada was $9.08. The 
figures of the Tariff Board had%made it 
appear that wages in Canada were 20 
or 25 per cent lower than in the United 
States. 

Farm Stock Prices Higher. 

It was also demonstrated by him that 
the prices for horses, sheep, swine and 
cattle were much higher in Canada than 
in the United States.

The stddeut barbers were eyed with 
some misg!ving, but most of them in- 
sisted that they were seniors in the col- 
lege, and trut their training in scraping 
the faces cf hoboes had qualffied them 
to clean u» any countenance. 

The only shops which yielded to 
the journeymen barbers’ demand for 
an increased percentage of all re- 
ceipts over $18 a week were those 
in the outlying districts.
